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DETAILED ACTION 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "first gate having 
first and second ends overlapping the isolation region to stretch over the active region.." 
must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 1-93 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such 
omission amounting to a gap between the necessary structural connections. See 
MPEP § 2172.01 . The omitted structural cooperative relationships are the following: 

a) Said "first and second doping regions on the first and a second side of the first 

gate.." 

First, the "a first" and " a second" in line 10 of claim 1 should be changed to read 
as "first" and "second" respectively, and the "side" should be corrected to read as 
"sides". 

Second, there is no drawing showing first and second doping regions on the first 
and second sides of said first gate. All the drawings rather show the gates on the doping 
regions rather than under the same. 

b) Said, "first gate having first and second ends overlapping the isolation region 
to stretch over the active region.." is absent from the drawings representing the claimed 
invention. 

c) Where applicant acts as his or her own lexicographer to specifically define a 
term of a claim contrary to its ordinary meaning, the written description must clearly 
redefine the claim term and set forth the uncommon definition so as to put one 
reasonably skilled in the art on notice that the applicant intended to so redefine that 
claim term. Process Control Corp. v. HydReclaim Corp., 190 F.3d 1350, 1357, 52 
USPQ2d 1029, 1033 (Fed. Cir. 1999). The term "first gap" in claim 1 is used by the 
claim to mean "the region under the gates according to the remarks of the applicant", 
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while the accepted meaning is "channel." The term is indefinite because the 
specification does not clearly redefine the term. 

In addition, there is another gap defined to be region (741 (742)) in the 
specification. In light of the conflicting definitions of the gap based on the remarks and 
the specification, said "gap" cannot be determined for proper examination. 

Claims 1 1 ,21 ,31 ,41 ,50,59,77 have similar problems and should also be corrected 
and clarified as indicated above.
